Claim 14, 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Lucas. 

Lucas discloses compositions and methods for sealing punctures in pneumatic 
tires. The compositions comprise molasses and fibrous materials and are taught as 
injected through the valve stem of the tire. This injection process uses a syringe which 
is seen as meeting the instant limitations to a pressurized container and is seen as 
spraying the liquid substance into the tire. 

Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-7 are allowed.
